380 miles, guaranteed $152 00 worth of bills (which have 
been satisfactorily settled without expense to the town) 
and have not used all of the Saltmarsh fund. I have 
tried to be humane to the people that have received 
assistance, and have tried to save the town all the ex- 
pense that I could. 


Some people think that the Overseer of Poor should 
pay something for the job, but I assure you that I have 
earned my money this year. 

The County is wholly caring for James Cuddihy. 
Since April lst Arthur Curtis is boarded at Grasmere at 
the expense of his guardian; the County will not do 
business with individuals, but prefer to do it through the 
towns, hence his account is in my report. 

I take this opportunity to thank all that have given 
on papers in order to keep several from coming on to 
the town.
